Meat Daily Means 
Much To Our Nation 


Leaders Say It 
* Much To Ask Of 
Americans 


Isn't 


To give up about one bite: of 
meat a day is what residents of 
Pahokee-Canal! Point are being 
asked to do as their part [n the 
State Defense Council's Share-the- 
Meat campaign in Florida, it was 
explained today by Mrs, John Du- 
lany, nutrition chairman of tbe 
Pabokee-Canal Point County De- 
tense Council. 

The per capita reduction of "one 
bite a day" was arrived at by 
statistídians. who measured the 
available supply of met for civil- 
lan use agalnst normal consump- 
tion. On a daily hasió, this is a 
reduction-of only four-sevenths of 
an oWnce—just one good bite. 

Neither the taste, nor the va- 
riety nor the nütritive value of 
home menus will be adversely af- 
fected by the most strict adher- 
ence to the limit of two and a 
half pounds of meat a week per 
adult, she declared, if good use is 
made of the ldrge number of al. 
ternate foods, such as poultry and 
fish, now: available. in. Florida.

Meat plan is simple, Mrs. Dülany 
added. Et 


"Huge amounts of meat must be 
supplied to the military forces and 
our allies. Our civilian consump- 
tion must be held to the, amount 
available after these -needs - afe 
met,” she declared,

calling on voluntary reductions by 
those whose meat consumption has 
béen-greater than two andja half 
poundé a week.
